The Intent of tbo law wes to 
mako It linpos^lbla for ulsbonest pereons 
to taie adraataiie of ths acts of honeit ones 
to detrand otherd. For example, tho tokens 
used In commercial col'cgss to represent 
monoy In carrylog oa tbe dctlttons bnslncas 
iransactlona wblcn were supposed la fit pupils 
for a commercial career were used by tho dls- 
hoQcst to Impose ou credulous or ignorant 
people, and ihcy passtd current In some 
places like counterfoils of mocey Intended to 
delraud. Counters used In games or designed 
for use as checks In rcs'asranta and liquor 
siloooswaouaedfraudnlentlyaamoney.Ereii 
tbe advertisement Issued by a dally news- 
paper of New York, In tto form o; a bond 
promising to pay a thousact! dollars to any 
one who proved the osculation of tho paptr 
leas than It *aa claim' d to be, was passed on 
ignorant Immigrants 03 r.urreLcy. 


The counterfeiting ol stamps, of course, 


conld not Indict eo great an tnjnry as the 
coucteifu'.lng of money. Yet in ito case of 
rare stimpe, which are in demand for pM- 
latellc collection?, great injury could be coco 
to Ir.dividnib. And a petty fraud, when 
commuted to tbe name of the United States, 
Is jnst as abhorrent to tbo government as 
frand which Involves millions. Hence tbo law 
enactc-d by Coagrees, under which the publi- 
cation of fee Mtnllos of currency and stamps 
baa been prohibited. Tco felzorca made al- 
most every week in different parls of the 
country attest tbe need ol such a law even 
now, when people who have violated It Inno- 
cently ever since Its passage are becoming ac- 
cuetomsd
